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SOLDIER IN ‘FERAL’ 
BRIDGEND ATTACK 


TWO men, one of 
them a serving sol¬ 
dier, took part in 
“feral behaviour” 
when an affray 
broke out in 
Bridgend, it was 


stated at Cardiff 
Crown Court, 
writes AJ SICLU- 
NA. 

Mark Paine, who was 
attacked, suffered a bro¬ 
ken nose and rib and 
concussion, and was 
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found to be in shock at 
the scene, said prosecu¬ 
tor Stuart McLeese. 

Craig Davies (26), a 
private with the Royal 
Welch Regiment, of 
Cefn Glas, Bridgend, 
was sentenced to a com¬ 
munity order for 18 
months, made subject to 
a supervision order for 
18 months, and directed 
to carry out 99 hours of 
unpaid work and pay 
costs of £250. 

Mason Tantrum (22) 
of Georgian Way, 
Brackla, was sentenced 
to eight months’ impris¬ 
onment, suspended for 
18 months, and ordered 
to pay costs of £250. 

Both men admitted a 
charge of affray before 
Bridgend magistrates 
and had been committed 


to the Crown Court for 
sentence. 

Mr McLeese said Mr 
Paine was about to get a 
taxi home near Bridgend 
railway station, when 
the affray broke out. 

“At no time did he 
want to get involved,” 
said Mr McLeese. 

The incident was cap¬ 
tured on CCTV and last¬ 
ed three to four minutes. 

As he watched it, 
Recorder Peter Rauch 
QC said: “This was quite 
feral behaviour.” 

When arrested, 
Tantrum said: “I was 
only trying to break the 
fighting up.” 

Davies was aggres¬ 
sive to the police and 
said: “Yes, I admit I 
punched a guy.” 

He added: “The boy 


who had a slap by me is 
scum.” 

Tantrum said he was 
shocked by his actions. 

Rhodri Chudleigh, for 
Davies, said: “He con¬ 
cedes he didn’t act in 
self defence. Earlier, 
there had been an inci¬ 
dent in a club lavatory.” 

Byron Broadstock, 
for Tantrum, said he did¬ 
n’t attempt to justify his 
behaviour: “The expla¬ 
nation is simple - alco¬ 
hol.” 

The Recorder said the 
incident had been per¬ 
sistent, and was particu¬ 
larly unpleasant. He said 
it must have terrified 
people who witnessed it. 

“It was pretty 
appalling, atrocious 
behaviour,” he added.

RNLI save yacht 
and injured man in 
high seas rescue 


A YACHTSMAN 
drifting towards 
rocks in high seas - 
and suffering from 
a broken wrist - 
was saved by 
prompt action from 
Porthcawl RNLI 

On the evening of 
Saturday, June 15, 
Porthcawl RNLI Atlantic 
85 Lifeboat Rose of the 
Shires was launched to 
reports of a 30-foot steel¬ 
hulled sailing yacht in 
difficulty off Newton, 
Porthcawl. 

The yacht was in dan¬ 
ger of drifting onto the 
rocky point in the rough 
sea and high winds.

The RNLI Lifeboat 
launched at 8.30pm with 
four volunteer crew on 
board. Once they reached 
the yacht, the helmsman, 
Christopher Mis sen, put 
crewmen Joe Mis sen and 
Alex Denny aboard to 
assess the condition of 
the yachtsman and the 
boat. 

Joe reported that the 
yachtsman was exhaust¬ 
ed, and had become over¬ 
whelmed by the condi¬ 
tions he was sailing in. 

They made the deci¬ 
sion to move the yachts¬ 
man to the safety of the 


lifeboat. 

Examining the yacht, 
the RNLI crewmen 
found that the boat had 
taken on a lot of water 
and was in danger of 
sinking, so they used 
their salvage pump to 
pump out the water, 
while the lifeboat towed 
the yacht into the safety 
of the Porthcawl pier. 

When in the shelter of 
the pier, the Porthcawl D 
Class lifeboat was also 
launched to assist in 
pumping the water, and 
the yachtsman was taken 
ashore.

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Change in the Arctic 
is going to make a 
difference everywhere

P arliamentary 
Whips have 
myriad func¬ 
tions but mainly 
they are the busi¬ 
ness managers of 
the political par¬ 
ties. 

They assess the need 
for the number of MPs 
in the Commons for 
each debate and vote. 
Time away from the 
Commons is organised 
by party whips by ‘pair¬ 
ing’. MPs from govern¬ 
ment and opposition are 
paired for absence, 
ensuring they do not 
alter the outcome of 
votes. 

In the week that 
Britain basked in sun¬ 
shine and high tempera¬ 
tures, I was paired for a 
study tour of the High 
North with another MP 
and representatives of 
the Foreign office, the 
Ministry of Defence and 
two think tanks. 

The tour was organ¬ 
ised by the Norwegian 
Embassy to provide 
insight and understand¬ 
ing of the impact of 
global warming and the 
opening of the Arctic 
Sea route. 

Before you read on, 
look at a map of the 
globe from the perspec¬ 
tive of the Arctic 
Ocean; the world looks 
very different. Like all 
regions it has a political 
and economic forum 
where members can dis¬ 
cuss, share and agree 
common priorities and 
in this emerging envi¬ 
ronment, change science 
into politics and poli¬ 
cies. 

The Arctic Council 
members are Russia, 
China, Canada, 
Greenland, Finland, 
Sweden, Iceland and the 
US. So important are 
the meetings of the 
council that observer 
status has been granted 


to 32 states and organi¬ 
sations, including the 
UK. 

This year, the council 
signed an agreement on 
marine oil pollution pre¬ 
paredness and response, 
and set out priorities for 
the next two years for 
improving economic 
and social conditions, 
acting on climate 
change and protecting 
the arctic environment. 

On our first day, 
Norway’s Deputy 
Minister for Foreign 
Affairs set the problems 
into perspective. 

Melting of sea ice in 
the Arctic Ocean has 
been increasing over the 
last six years. The ice 
cap which once covered 
an area the size of the 
EU is shrinking fast. 

The Arctic Ocean 
may well be ice free 
faster than climate mod¬ 
els have projected; pos¬ 
sibly within the next 
decade. The ice is 
shrinking and so is its 
depth and volume. 

Ships can operate if 
the ice is thinner. Last 
summer’s ice was more 
slush than ice. Most of 
the increased shipping 
was carrying petroleum. 

The UK purchases a 
major part of its gas 
supply from Norway 
with underwater pipes 
carrying secure supplies 
into three east coast 
sites. Coal, gas and oil 
are the major sources of 
the world’s energy 
sources and will contin¬ 
ue to be so for some 
time as renewables 
develop. With 22 per 


cent of the world’s 
untapped oil located in 
the Arctic development 
is inevitable. 

Protecting this region 
is important to us all. 
The effect of an oil spill 
here is complex; one 
close to the ice edge 
would impact on the 
nursery for biological 
reproduction that would 
resonate around the 
world. 

Sustainable develop¬ 
ment of the Arctic is not 
just about economic 
activity, but must 
include social develop¬ 
ment, environment and 
climate concerns. 

To fully understand 
the issues we travelled 
to Svalbard, the most 
northerly inhabited 
island in the Arctic. 

The University Centre 
in Svalbard (UNIS), is a 
centre for higher educa¬ 
tion and research, locat¬ 
ed in Longyearbyen, 
offering courses at the 
undergraduate, graduate 
and postgraduate level 
in Arctic biology, Arctic 
geology, Arctic geo¬ 
physics and Arctic tech¬ 
nology. 

Understanding the 
science of the Arctic is 
imperative to under¬ 
standing climate change 
and the impact of 
change and develop¬ 
ment in the region for 
wildlife and mankind. 

Arctic species have 
nowhere north to go, 
food is limited and 
species are interdepend¬ 
ent. Wildlife here faced 
few diseases and para¬ 
sites, all of which is 


changing. 

Reindeer and ptarmi¬ 
gan are seen grazing in 
the streets of 
Longyearbyen where 
rain is falling rather 
than snow, forming an 
ice layer on top of their 
food supply. Reindeer 
are moving north as 
they need to eat con¬ 
stantly and cannot sur¬ 
vive without regular 
food supplies. 

This has brought 
increased movements in 
herds where previously 
they had moved singly 
or in pairs. The ptarmi¬ 
gan population has 
decreased because of 
the ice layer over their 
food source. The 
increased reindeer and 
ptarmigan deaths 
brought a growth in arc¬ 
tic foxes. 

The warmer seas 
have reduced the avail¬ 
ability of polar cod, 
with a resulting decline 
of 85/90 per cent of 
hooded and 50 per cent 
of harp seals. 

Reduction in ice 
cover and decline in 
seal population has 
reduced the habitat and 
food available for polar 
bears and their young. 
There are estimated to 
be 20,000 polar bears 
worldwide, they are 
expected to be wiped 
out in two thirds of their 
range in this century. 

Svalbard is also 
exploring future solu¬ 
tions. UNIS has had a 
carbon capture and stor¬ 
age research centre 
since 2007, with 120 
researchers looking at 
injecting Co2 into the 
sandstone layers under 
the permafrost. 

The most frightening 
fact I heard was while 
at Longyearbyen airport 
waiting for a cancelled 
flight. A researcher was 
heading north to work 
on the decline of 
Glaucus Gulls. PCBs 
and DDT carried north 
by winds 30 years ago 
and captured in the ice 
are being released by 
the melting and impact¬ 
ing on the birds’ ability 
to reproduce. 

The High North and 
the changes taking place 
there are impacting on 
every aspect of our lives 
in the UK. Our access 
to, and the price of, oil 
and gas, minerals for 
manufacturing, food 
from the sea, and the 
change to the world’s 
ecology which could 
challenge human sur¬ 
vival all stem from here.

PORTHCAWL U3A members 
were treated to a wonderful 
travelogue of pictures and 
music by Mr Brian Haberfield, 
their speaker for June. 

Since retiring, he and his wife 
Audrey have specialised in producing 
and directing audio visual presenta¬ 
tions of the many interesting places 
they have visited, and like the BBC 
documentaries, they always seem to 
have sunny days for taking pictures. 

First was ‘The Regal Coast’, a film 
showing the many beauty spots along 
the south Wales coast in six second 
shots followed by Brian’s explanation 
on the importance of combining the 
two basic elements of sound and vision 
with varying amounts of commentary 
being a personal choice. 

A still life film called ‘Floral 


Fantasia’ showing brilliant arrays of 
flowers and their dazzling colours in 
macro was followed by possibly 
Wales’s oldest recorded garden, 
Aberglasney, Carmarthenshire. 

Lewis Glyn Cothi an itinerant poet 
in 1471 wrote comparing the garden 
with that of the first gardener, Adam. 

Commandeered during World War 
Two for US D Day troops, the whole 
Aberglasney estate was sold in 1955. 

The present 10-acre walled gardens 
and house opened to the public in 1999 
after many years of restoration.

Jail for leisure 
centre burglar 


A BURGLAR who hired 
a taxi to take him to a 
house before breaking in 
has been jailed at Cardiff 
County Court. 

Rhys Carter, 40, of Coity 
Road, Bridgend, was sent to 
prison for a total of 124 weeks 
and six days. 

He had admitted charges of 
burglary and theft and was also 
in breach of a community order 
for possessing a class A drug. 

Judge Eleri Rees said he had 
an appalling record and was a 
menace as far as dishonesty was 
concerned. 

She said the burglary he was 


involved in “caused great trau¬ 
ma and untold misery”. 

Prosecutor David Pugh said 
Carter stole a handbag belong¬ 
ing to a clerical worker 
employed at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital. 

She immediately stopped her 
credit card but not before £500 
had been withdrawn. Carter had 
been spotted on a CCTV in the 
hospital. 

Three days later, said Mr 
Pugh, he went to Bridgend 
Recreation Centre and broke 
into a locker. 

Within an hour, he had bro¬ 
ken into a house in Badger’s 
Brook, Brackla. 


He went to the premises, said 
Mr Pugh, by taxi. 

He had obtained the address 
from a driving licence he had 
stolen, and also had the house 
keys. 

Later, Carter took the police 
to an area of woodland where 
the keys were recovered. 

In a statement, the occupier, 
Shaun Moleno, said at the time 
of the burglary, his partner had 
been pregnant and was deeply 
distressed and was taken to hos¬ 
pital. 

A laptop which Carter stole 
contained irreplaceable personal 
photographs. 

He was said to have previous 


convictions for burglary, steal¬ 
ing from the Western Leisure 
Centre, Cardiff, and from anoth¬ 
er leisure centre. 

He also had convictions for 
burgling houses in Cowbridge 
and Tondu. 

His counsel, Meirion Davies, 
said he understood the sentence 
he was looking at and he point¬ 
ed out that once, Carter had 
gone 10 years without commit¬ 
ting a burglary. All his offend¬ 
ing, he said, was unsophisticat¬ 
ed. 

Obviously, said the Judge, he 
deliberately targeted lockers at 
leisure centres to take house 
keys.

ASH welcomes 
smoke-free

Sam man grew 
cannabis to pay 
for his wedding 


DOZENS of cannabis plants 
spotted by the police had a 
potential yield with a street 
value of up to £55,700, Cardiff 
Crown Court has been told. 

Aaron Mallon (28), unemployed, of 
Jubilee Crescent, Sam, intended sell¬ 
ing half the crop to fund his forthcom¬ 
ing wedding, said prosecutor Joanna 
James. 

Mallon had been convicted by 
Bridgend magistrates of producing 
cannabis and was committed to the 
Crown Court for sentence. 

He was jailed for one year. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands said: “You 
pleaded guilty at the first realistic 
opportunity. You were seeking to 
make money of a fairly significant 
amount, and there was some commer¬ 
cial element to it.” 

Miss James said that on November 
2, the police went to Mallon’s address 


on a totally unrelated matter. 

While searching the premises, they 
found 44 cannabis plants, which 
Mallon confirmed were his. 

On his mobile phone were text 
messages indicating further plants 
were being produced by him at anoth¬ 
er address. The police later found nine 
of them, along with a set of scales and 
a number of cannabis plant cuttings. 

Rhodri Chudleigh said: “He fully 
accepts his position. Plainly, he was 
going to supply to associates, and 
wanted money for his wedding 
because he was in financial difficul¬ 
ties.” 

He disputed the potential value of 
the crop and said it was more like 
£3,250. 

He said it was his first attempt at 
growing cannabis, and it was unso¬ 
phisticated. 

“It was not being grown in ideal 
conditions,” he said. 


Jail for man who 
tried to sell drugs 
in Porthcawl club 


ACTION by an 
alert member of the 
door staff at a 
Porthcawl club has 
resulted in a drugs 
dealer being jailed 
for a year at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Jonathon Dyment 
(31) of Mackworth 
Road, Porthcawl, admit¬ 
ted possessing 

mephadrone with intent 
to supply, and possess¬ 
ing cocaine. 

Judge Stephen 

Hopkins said: “It is 
accepted you were delib¬ 
erately going into that 
club intending to supply 
drugs.” 

Prosecutor Gareth 
James said that at lam 
on March 30, Dyment 
was about to go into 
Streets Nightclub, 
Porthcawl, when a mem¬ 


ber of staff told him he 
was going to be 
searched. 

“He tried to run off, 
but was grabbed and 
taken into an office.” 

He produced seven 
bags of mephadrone, 
worth £140. 

He also had on him 
two mobile phones and 
£80 in cash. 

His home was 
searched and police 
found another mobile 
phone, a small quantity 
of cocaine and more 
mephadrone worth 
£320. 

One mobile phone, 
said Mr James, con¬ 
tained text messages 
indicating he had been 


dealing in drugs. 

He was said to have a 
previous conviction for 
supplying cocaine. 

His barrister, Byron 
Broadstock, said: “The 
amounts involved were 
very modest - it was 
small scale dealing. He 
became addicted to 
cocaine at a young age, 
and he has braced him¬ 
self for prison.” 

In the dock, Dyment 
was handcuffed to two 
security officers. 

The judge said this 
was because he was 
“something of an 
escapologist and with 
double joints on his 
hands, could slip out of 
handcuffs.”

REV BEV IS A FIRST 
FOR NEW PARISH 


THE Rev Bev 
Reaney knew when 
she used to sneak 
off from school to 
go to church that 
she would one day 
become a priest. 

Back when Bev was a 
girl, women weren’t 
being ordained into the 
priesthood but, even as a 
10-year-old, she was 
convinced that was what 
she would be one day. 

This week she was 
given her own parishes 
as the priest-in-charge of 
the parishes of 
Glyncorrwg and Upper 
Afan Valley and also 
Caerau St Cynfelin. 

She will serve at St 
Cynfelin church and also 
St John the Baptist. 
Bev, 54, succeeds Rev 
Cyril Laskey in 
Glyncorrwg and Rev 
Keith Andrews in 
Caerau - both of whom 
have retired. 

It is a double first for 
both parishes, as it is the 
first time that they have 
been brought together, 
and it is the first time 
that either has had a 
female priest. 

“They might have had 
a priest with a ponytail 
back in the day when 
men had long hair, but 
they won’t have had a 
pony-tailed priest that 
wears sparkly nail var¬ 
nish like I do!” said Bev. 

Bev won’t have far to 
travel, as she is currently 
curate at the neighbour¬ 
ing parish of 
Llangynwyd with 



Rev Bev Reaney 
Maesteg. And keeping it 
in the family, her hus¬ 
band Chris is priest-in¬ 
charge of the next parish 
of Troedrhiwgarth. 

Originally from 
Clipstone, a village in 
the middle of Sherwood 
Forest, Nottinghamshire, 
Bev spent most her 
working career as a local 
government IT trainer 
for Rhondda Cynon Taf, 
although she always 
played an active role in 
the church. 

After rules were 
changed to allow women 
to be ordained, Bev was 
ordained as a deacon in 
2003, working as a non¬ 
stipendiary minister for 
eight years, first in 
Llanharry and then 
Porth. 

Two years ago she 
ditched her day job and 
switched to working full 
time in the church as the 
curate in Maesteg. 

“I’m really looking 
forward to the challenge 
of working with these 
two parishes and bring¬ 
ing them together. Some 


things will be kept sepa¬ 
rate but it does give us 
the opportunity to pool 
resources for some 
activities,” said Bev. 

“Glyncorrwg already 
has a bus that goes 
around the neighbouring 
villages to bring in 
parishioners and we 
could look at using the 
bus to help parishioners 
join together for some 
special events. 

“Becoming a priest 
was something that I 
knew I was always 
going to do from the 
days when I used to 
sneak off from school to 
go to church as a 10- 
year-old.” 

Bev was licensed by 
the Assistant Bishop of 
Llandaff, David 

Wilboume, at a special 
service at St Cynfelin in 
Caerau on Monday, June 
10 . 

Bishop David said: 
“Bev is hard-working, 
conscientious and comes 
with many tried and test¬ 
ed gifts: pastoral, liturgi¬ 
cal, spiritual and hos¬ 
pitable. 

“All that is enriched 
by being a clergy 
spouse: as I’ve said 
before, clergy spouses, 
particularly wives 
deserve a special place 
in heaven! 

“Ministry is not a one 
person band, but Bev is 
the conductor of an 
orchestra in which you 
all have an indispensible 
part.”

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WELSH CHOIR TAKES JERSEY BY SONG! 
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THE 100-plus strong party of 
Kenfig Hill and District Male 
Voice choristers and support¬ 
ers arrived in style at Jersey 
International Airport in two 
charter jets. 

The town of St Helier was soon 
ringing with the melodious voices of 
the Welsh visitors, as they took advan¬ 
tage of the beautiful weather to enjoy 
the many and marvellous sites of the 
island of Jersey. 

The main concert was in the Opera 
House on Saturday, June 1. However, 
on the Friday evening, the manage¬ 
ment of the Merton Hotel had 
arranged for an impromptu perform¬ 
ance by the choir. 

This was well supported by resi¬ 
dents and guests alike and included an 
introduction to the ‘Barbara Shop’, a 
group of three young ladies, led by 
Georgia Mae Bishop and including

Those old enough to remember 
would have thought they were listen¬ 
ing to the Andrew Sisters. 

As well as bringing a touch of 
Wales to Jersey, the choir also brought 
home one of Jersey’s daughters. The 
celebrated mezzo-soprano Georgia 
Mae Bishop from St Lawrence, who is 
currently studying voice under 
Dr.Linda Hirst at Trinity Laban 
Conservatoire of Music and Dance in 
London, was invited to be the guest 
soloist at the concert.

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VALE HORSE TRADER 
IS GUILTY OF CAUSING 
SUFFERING TO ANIMALS 


A SOUTH Wales 
man has been 
found guilty of 
causing unneces¬ 
sary suffering to 
and failing to meet 
the needs of 27 
horses. 

The verdict came a 
month after his two sons 
admitted offences relat¬ 
ing to the same group of 
equines. 

Thomas Tony Price 
(49) of Gian y Mor 
Lane, Wick, was found 
guilty of a total of 57 
offences at Cardiff 
Magistrates’ Court. 

His eldest son 
Thomas Hope Price (26) 
of Rover Way, Cardiff 
pleaded guilty to 42 
charges, including caus¬ 
ing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to 18 horses, at 
Cardiff Magistrates’ 
Court on May 8. 

The remaining 

charges involved failing 
to meet the welfare 
needs of these and a fur¬ 
ther nine horses by 
either failing to address 
their weight loss, protect 
them from injury, pain 
or disease, or failing to 
ensure they had clean 
and hazard-free environ¬ 
ments with dry lying 
areas. 


A second son, Tony 
John Price (19) also of 
Rover Way, Cardiff, 
admitted failing to meet 
the welfare needs of a 
piebald cob colt by fail¬ 
ing to explore and 
address his weight loss 
and failing to meet the 
welfare needs of a 
piebald filly on May 8. 

Price senior was the 
director of a business 
known as Glamorgan 
Horse Traders and 
Thomas Price was listed 
as secretary of the same 
business which deals in 
horses across the UK, 
Europe and America. 

The offences related 
to 27 gypsy cob type 
ponies which were 
removed from five dif¬ 
ferent locations across 
the Vale and Bridgend 
between February and 
March 2012. 

Sixteen of the horses 
were chipped and fur¬ 
ther investigations iden¬ 
tified a link to Thomas 
Price senior. 

Twelve of the horses 
were found locked in a 
barn with no space or 
access to food or water. 
They were very under¬ 
weight and suffering 
from various untreated 
conditions. 

The Prices are 
thought to own around 


2,500 horses which are 
kept at various locations 
throughout Wales and 
England. 

The RSPCA and other 
charities had previously 
advised them to keep the 
numbers down and man¬ 
age breeding as they 
couldn’t guarantee the 
care arrangements of 
most of the animals and, 
since around 2011, prob¬ 
lems developed with 
stray horses and ‘fly 
grazing’ in the south 


Wales area. 

RSPCA inspector 
Christine McNeil said: 
“These horses turned out 
to be the most poorly 
and diseased horses I 
have come across. It is 
my belief that the 12 in 
the bam had been left 
there to die. 

“These horses were 
suffering or their needs 
were not being met but 
there are hundreds of 
other horses across 
Wales and England 


which may not be suffer¬ 
ing but are just being left 
to illegally graze and 
indiscriminately breed. 
It really is a massive 
problem that we stmggle 
to deal with day after 
day.” 

The three men will be 
sentenced at Cardiff 
Magistrates’ Court on 
July 5. 

RSPCA National 
Director for Wales, 
Steve Carter, said: 
“This case highlights the 


fact that owners need to 
be made accountable for 
their horses. The issues 
of fly grazing, abandon¬ 
ment and irresponsible 
breeding need to be 
addressed with strong 
and effective legislation. 

“Our resources and 
those of other welfare 
charities are at breaking 
point and urgent action 
is needed to avoid what 
is already an animal 
welfare crisis getting 
any worse.”

Mystery as 
fish found 
dead in Llynfi 


OFFICERS from 
Natural Resources 
Wales are investi¬ 
gating an incident 
on the River Llynfi 
in Bridgend where 
over 300 fish have 
died. 

The incident has been 
reported to Natural 
Resources Wales by a 
local angler. 

Officers found the 
fish, which include trout, 
smolt, stone loach and 
bull heads, and have 
started a number of tests 
to find the cause of the 
deaths. 

Initial indications 
show that water quality 
in the river appears nor¬ 
mal, and officers have 
noticed no sign of any 
visible pollution, or any 


odour from the river. 

They have taken a 
number of water samples 
to be analysed further. 

A spokesperson from 
Natural Resources Wales 
said: “We’ll be monitor¬ 
ing the river closely over 
the coming days as we 
try and find the source of 
what has caused these 
fish to die. 

“We’d like to ask 
local anglers and people 
walking near the river to 
get in touch with us if 
they notice anything 
unusual which they think 
could be related to this 
incident.”

From there he was 
taken to hospital and 
treated for a broken 
wrist.

The following morn¬ 
ing, Porthcawl Lifeboat 
towed the yacht to the 
River Afan and, assisted 
by Port Talbot Lifeboat, 
put the yacht on a safe 
mooring up river. 

Porthcawl RNLI local 


operations manager, 
Phil Missen, said: “The 
rescue of this yachtsman 
and his boat was a suc¬ 
cess, due to the keen 
observation of a person 
from Ogmore-by-Sea, 
who saw the boat drift¬ 
ing uncontrollably 
towards Newton Point, 
and alerted the 
Coastguard. 

“This rescue involved 
four RNLI Lifeboats - 
all crewed by volunteers 
who do this in their own 
time for no payment.

A GROUP of young 
parents from 
Bridgend were 
among the first in 
Wales to complete a 
pioneering new 
antenatal pro¬ 
gramme aimed at 
helping vulnerable 
parents cope with 
the pressures of 
having a new baby. 

The programme, 
called BabySteps, is 
being run by the 
NSPCC locally and 


aims to help partici¬ 
pants to set a pattern of 
good parenting for life. 

NSPCC midwife 
practitioner Ni kki 
Rhys-Jones, who runs 
the course along with 
children’s services 
practitioner Hayley 
Davies said: “Antenatal 
classes in the UK tend 
to focus on the actual 
birth rather than teach 
parents about the 
impact that a baby will 
have on their lives. 

“They do not reach 


many vulnerable par¬ 
ents and often dads 
don’t feel fully 
involved. 

“Supporting vulnera¬ 
ble parents to prepare 
for the roles and 
responsibilities of par¬ 
enthood is one of the 
best ways to get fami¬ 
lies off to the best pos¬ 
sible start. 

“Pregnancy and the 
weeks immediately 
after the birth of a baby 
offer a golden opportu¬ 
nity to work with par¬ 


ents who, for various 
reasons, are in need of 
extra support. 

“The first weeks 
after the baby is born 
are also a critical point 
within which to begin 
challenging attitudes 
that could lead to a 
baby being harmed.” 

Feedback from both 
participants and the 
programme practition¬ 
ers has been extremely 
positive. 

Georgia Silvester, 
18, from Cefn Cribwr, 
is mum to Elsie May. 
She said: “My midwife 
referred me from my 
local clinic and I’d def¬ 
initely recommend it to 
others. You get to meet 
other young parents-to- 
be and the workers who 
run the course are real¬ 
ly down-to-earth.” 

Escha Leigh Fry, 21, 
lives locally and is 
mum to Elbe. She said: 
“I’ve done my own 
research about mother¬ 
hood but it helped to 
put it all into perspec¬ 
tive. I reunited with 
old friends and found 
the workers really help¬ 
ful and supportive.”

BRIDGEND MP, 
Madeleine Moon, 
has welcomed the

Secretary, William 
Hague that British 
veterans will be per¬ 
mitted to accept and 
wear the Russian 
Ushakov medal. 

The Russian 

Government requested 
permission in May last 
year to award the medal 
to veterans of the Arctic 
Convoys, but under 
existing rules governing 
the acceptance of medals, 
and in particular those 
from foreign govern¬ 
ments, permission was 
not granted. 

Mrs Moon said: “I am 
delighted that the UK 
Government has finally 
made an exception to 
allow these veterans to 
accept and wear the 
Ushakov medal. It was 
very disappointing for 
many veterans to be told 
last year that they had to 
refuse the offer of a 
medal from the Russian 
government, and I am 
pleased this decision has 
been overturned. 

“Following in the 
wake of the 
Government’s decision 
to issue the Arctic Star to 
veterans of the convoys 
in recognition of their 
vital role and the harsh 
conditions they endured, 


it was a pleasant surprise 
to learn that the veterans 
can now accept the 
medal.” 

“No details as yet are 
available regarding what 
veterans need to do fol¬ 
lowing this announce¬ 
ment, but I understand it 
will be for the Russian 
authorities to contact vet¬ 
erans and make the nec¬ 
essary arrangements. 
Should more information 
become available, I will 
pass it on.”

T HE last time 
Superman 
hit cinema 
screens in 2006’s 
Superman Returns , 
the end result was 
an effort that was 
more a loving trib¬ 
ute to Richard 
Donner’s seminal 
1978 film than an 
attempt to re¬ 
establish ‘Supes’ in 
the 21st century. 

With Chris Nolan 
stepping into the pro¬ 
ducer’s shoes, and Zack 
Snyder at the helm, 
more is expected of 
Man Of Steel, which 
sees Henry Cavill step 
into the iconic red and 
blue costume. 

When earth is invad¬ 
ed by fellow Kryptonian 
General Zod (Michael 
Shannon) and his army, 
Clark Kent must 
become the icon he was 
destined to be from the 
start, and stop Zod from 
destroying his adopted 
planet... 

The big problem 
Bryan Singer had when 
Superman Returns was 
released was how you 
put such a clean-cut, 
straight-edged hero into 
a world that, post 9/11, 
has seen black and

white, good and evil, 
become a seemingly 
infinite number of grey 
shades. 

The answer then was 
to steer clear, to stick to 
the moral code of the 
late 1970s, and under¬ 
standably the film just 
didn’t resonate. 

For Christopher 
Nolan, David S Goyer 
and Zack Snyder, there 
has been no reticence in 
updating Superman, 
having seen how the 
best superhero films of 
recent times have 
played things with a 
realistic tint; however, 
while this is certainly to 
be applauded, it is 
unfortunate that Man Of 
Steel leaves you still 
waiting for a great mod¬ 
ern Superman film. 

The story plays as 
part origin story, part 
‘first contact’ film, as 
we learn about the 
background to the origi¬ 
nal superhero and what 
happens when a man 
from an alien planet 
comes to earth and is 
brought out in the open 
for the world to see. 

While the opening 40 
minutes or so play out 
that way (along with an 
epic opening set piece 
on Supe’s home planet 
of Krypton) and make 
for a far more grounded 
take on the character 
than we’ve previously 
seen on screen, the film 
takes a turn for the 
worse as dramatic sub¬ 
tlety is replaced by the 
sort of ridiculous CGI 
carnage that even 
Michael Bay might 
actually balk at. 

The narrative gives 
way to what feels like 
one constant action 
sequence, technically 
superb but smacking of 
overkill in the extreme, 
as people are smashed 
through buildings, 
trucks, satellites... you 
name, it’s probably been 
destroyed in this film!

been a director capable 
of marrying substance 
to visual style, and 
while Man Of Steel cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t lack the 
latter (although his 
annoying overuse of 
slow-motion has now 
been replaced by triple¬ 
zooms), there just does¬ 
n’t feel anywhere near 
enough of the former, 
the story padded out by 
the aforementioned 
overlong action and 
having no depth. 

It isn’t a surprise the 
cast don’t offer their 
best work, as both Amy 
Adams (as Lois Lane) 
and Michael Shannon as 
Zod are given very little 
by the script, particular¬ 
ly Adams, who is given 
a Lois less ballsy and 
more damsel-in-distress, 
while Shannon just 
never quite gets to grips 
with the role of Zod, the 
arch villainy the actor is 
more than capable of 
swallowed up by the 
weak screenplay. 

However, Henry 
Cavill is a perfect 
Superman for the 21st 
century, less red and 
blue boy scout and 
more aware of the 
world around him and 
the impact his appear¬ 
ance will have on it.

Krypton (something 
sadly underdeveloped) 
and Cavill captures the 
anguish and nobility of 
the character incredibly 
well. 

With Russell Crowe 
and Kevin Costner (as 
Superman’s Krypton 
father and earth father 
respectively) bringing 
gravitas to small but 
pivotal roles, this tri¬ 
umvirate show the rest 
of the cast how it’s 
done, shining when all 
around them is less than 
sparkling. 

You do get the feel¬ 
ing that now the heavy 
lifting of re-establishing 
Superman on the big 
screen has been done, 
future films will be able 
to soar unencumbered 
by the weight of setting 
things up - but those 
hoping that Man Of 
Steel would be the best 
offering yet for the 
character will certainly 
feel disappointed. 

VERDICT: A leggy 
effort that sees its best 
moments overshadowed 
by a weak script and far 
too much reliance on 
OTT CGI histrionics, 
Man Of Steel is less 
than super. 

While Henry Cavill 
shows huge promise in 
the lead role, and with 
plenty of potential for 
future films to expand 
on this one, this film 
pales into comparison 
against other examples 
of the genre. Poor.

Statutory maternity pay concerns raised by Bridgend MP 


THE Bridgend MP Madeleine Moon has raised con¬ 
cerns about the number of staff available to resolve 
problems over statutory maternity pay. 

She tabled a number of questions after being contacted by a con¬ 
stituent who had been left waiting for weeks while her claim for 
statutory maternity pay was processed, and had struggled to speak 
to anyone about her case. 

The answers reveal that the Statutory Payment Dispute Team 
based in Newcastle receives on average 2,800 calls a month, equat¬ 
ing to 140 a day. A team of approximately 18 staff handle the calls 
and process cases. Since January 2012, the team has been reduced 
from 25 members. On average, each team member handles between 
seven and nine calls a day. 

The constituent had been referred to the statutory payment dis¬ 
pute team after the company she worked for went into liquidation. 


She was left in financial difficulties while her case was being 
resolved. 

The MP explained: “I was prompted to investigate this issue 
when a constituent, facing desperate financial problems with a new 
baby, contacted me. She had been left high and dry when her 
employer went into liquidation. 

“She had tried on countless occasions to make contact with the 
statutory payment dispute team, but frequently found the number to 
be engaged. It took my caseworker three days to speak to someone 
about the case. 

“The questions reveal that the number of staff in this team have 
been reduced by nearly 30 per cent over the past year, although the 
number of calls appears to remain constant. As well as answering 
calls, this team are responsible for processing cases. 

“According to the figures I have been given, they resolve 
upwards of 400 cases a month. I am very concerned that this team 


is not being staffed adequately to ensure cases can be dealt with in 
a timely manner. 

“One answer states that statutory maternity pay cases are dealt 
with as high priority while later saying that cases are dealt with in 
date order. There appears to be no mechanism for fast-tracking 
urgent cases. 

“I also asked whether a hotline for MPs to make enquiries on 
behalf of constituents could be provided (as many other 
Government departments do), but was told there are no plans to do 
this. 

“It is very worrying that important public services, which people 
in difficult circumstances rely upon to resolve urgent problems, 
may not be receiving adequate resources. 

“I will be raising these issues with Ministers to try and avoid 
anyone else having to suffer financial hardship,” she added.

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How Cowbridge 
has fought off the 
prophets of gloom 


R ecently, 

the Yale 
Council 

commissioned a 
consultants’ report 
into the main town 
centres in the Vale 
- and the section 
devoted to 
Cowbridge makes 
very interesting 
reading, because it 
contained one star¬ 
tling fact. 


At a time when town 
centres all around the 
UK are widely reported 
to be in trouble - 
prompting David 
Cameron to send retail 
guru Mary Portas on a 
mission to tackle the 
problem - it seems that 
Cowbridge is bucking 
the trend. 

The report compared 
the amount of retail 
floorspace in the town 
in 2007 and five years 
later in 2012, and found 
hardly any difference 
(6,570sq metre in 2007, 
and 6,488sq metre in 
2012). 

What is more, the 
overall floorspace 
devoted to business in

general had increased 
(from 12,529 to 13,613) 
- and vacant space fell 
over that period as well. 

Considering that five 
years ago the predic¬ 
tions were all doom and 
gloom, it is quite a 
remarkable achieve¬ 
ment. Back then, out of 
town malls were sup¬ 
posed to be the future, 
and internet shopping 
was the big threat. 

Now, while online 
shopping is still there, 
the malls seem less 
buoyant, and it is not 
difficult to find empty 
units when you stroll 
around one of these 
‘shopping cathedrals’. 

How do you explain 
the way Cowbridge has 
performed? Remember 
that in 2008, the eco¬ 
nomic downturn really 
started to bite, so there 
has been no country¬ 
wide ‘feelgood factor’ 
to give the town a 
boost. 

Well, the main reason 
has to be that 
Cowbridge is simply 


such a good place to 
visit. 

It has plenty of histo¬ 
ry, but also has the feel 
of a town that is lively, 
with people coming and 
going all day long and 
living in the present. 

The main high street 
- almost a mile long 
lias a buzz about it, with 
shops, pubs, restaurants, 
cafes, banks and build¬ 
ing societies, but then 
you can walk 50 yards 
off that main street and 
find peaceful and attrac¬ 
tive areas to relax. 

The GEM, of course, 
has its office in 
Cowbridge and I find 


that even now after 12 
years in the town, I can 
wander off the main 
street and notice things 
- perhaps an ivy-cov¬ 
ered building or a quiet 
courtyard - that I had 
never noticed before. 

You can take a break 
and stroll through 
Poplar Park - just 
across the river from 
Waitrose - and feel a 
long way from the hus¬ 
tle and bustle of a town. 

Alternatively, you 
walk along Church 
Street, where you can 
take a good look at 
Holy Cross Church, see 


the Old Grammar 
School edifice (now 
converted into apart¬ 
ments) or wander into 
the remarkable Physic 
Garden, which a few 
years ago was just an 
overgrown patch of 
land. 

The creation of the 
Physic Garden, driven 
by a committed group 
of local volunteers, is 
just one example of 
how the community has 
been proactive in con¬ 
stantly refining and 
improving the town.

That consultants’ 
report, after detailing 
all Cowbridge’s 
strengths, came to the 
conclusion that the

A COWBRIDGE-BASED artist, Sue 
McDonagh, is hoping that she will 
make the final cut in a new Sky Arts 
reality show, writes PHILIP IRWIN. 

The show is looking to find a new star in the 
world of portrait painting - and the prize is a 
£10,000 commission to paint the best-selling novel¬ 
ist, Hilary Mantel. 

An original entry of 2,000 has already been cut 
to 84 - so Sue is delighted to have made it this far. 
The next step is to join 20 other hopefuls at City 
Hall, Cardiff, on July 7 at one of four regional 
heats. 

These will be filmed, and the next stop could 
then be the final, where the selected hopefuls will 
be taken to various locations and given a series of 
tests - before arriving at a winner. 

Sue said: “To get to this stage, I had to send in 
images of three portraits, and one had to be a self- 
portrait. I didn’t much enjoy doing that one! 

“The Cardiff heat lasts 12 hours, but the crux is a 
four-hour session where we have to do a portrait 
starting from scratch. 

“We have been told that three sitters will be there 
- all well known - and I will be allocated one.” 

Doing a portrait on a strict timescale is a new 
experience for Sue. She said: “I normally take a 
series of photographs and sketches, then take my 
time over the finished product. If I don’t like the 
way it is going, I can start again.” 

To prepare, friends are being lined up for a four- 
hour sitting to hone her technique. She said: “It 
would be great to make the final. We have been 
promised that we will be taken to glamorous loca¬ 
tions as the final progresses, and we will also have 
the chance to work with an experienced mentor.” 

The Hilary Mantel commission, of course, would 
be the star prize, and that portrait will be hung in 
the National Gallery as well. 

Sue has been based in the Old Wool Barn in 
Cowbridge for 20 years now, and has never regret¬ 
ted her move to the Vale. However, it is a big 
career change for someone who was a police officer 
in Essex. Sue said: “I had been in the police for just 
a year when I was diagnosed with ovarian cancer. 

“It was a huge shock and I was lucky that it was 
diagnosed so early. During my recuperation I start¬ 
ed painting and then, after going back to the police

for a short time after I recovered, I decided to move 
to the Vale and pursue a career as an artist.” 

She moved to Llantwit Major and regards it as a 
great decision. Sue’s van, painted up to highlight 
her artistic endeavours, is a regular sight at events 
in the Vale. 

She said: “The recent Cowbridge May Fayre was 
fantastic. I had to go back to the Wool Barn to 
replenish my stocks.” 

So, July 7 in City Hall will be a big day for Sue. 
If all goes well, she could be making her TV debut 
when the series is broadcast on Sky Arts in the 
autumn!

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Porthcawl Conservatives 
call for level playing field 
over windfarm planning

WELSH Secretary David 
Jones claimed in a visit to 
Bridgend on Monday that 
controversial plans to 
build two massive wind 
turbines overlooking 
Porthcawl would probably 
be refused in England, 
where planning policy has 
just been changed. 

Mr Jones, who was attending 
a Conservative party event, said 
that new planning policy for the 
smaller wind farm developments 
in England now gave greater 
weight to the strength of public 
opinion when decisions were 
being taken. 

He went on: “In Wales, there 


is an effective presumption in 
favour of wind farm develop¬ 
ments. I am urging the Welsh 
Government to follow the UK 
government’s lead on future 
wind farm developments.” 

Mr Jones said that it was like¬ 
ly that the proposed wind tur¬ 
bines at Newton Down would be 
rejected using the new English 
guidance because of the strength 
of local feeling against it. 

He went on: “We need the 
Welsh Government to adopt the 
new policy, so there is less diver¬ 
gence on this between the two 
countries. We need a more level 
playing field.” 

Coun Ken Watts of Newton, 
who was one of those who 
opposed the wind farm plan, said 


he was very frustrated to hear 
that in England the views of the 
local population would have 
been taken into account when the 
decision was made. 

He said: “There was tremen¬ 
dous opposition both from the 
community, with a 2,000 strong 
petition, and from Bridgend 
County Borough Council. 

“The development control 
committee voted unanimously to 
reject the plans, but on appeal, 
the development was allowed by 
a planning inspector. 

“It is wrong that the strongly 
expressed views of local people 
through the petition and letters of 
objection, and also through their 
elected councillors, have simply 
been ignored.”
